Proposed laws held over 
are: 

1. A amendment to th^- 
Zoning Ordinance which 
would require rnasonry walls 
around parking lots and 
would give authority to the 
building inspector and Plan¬ 
ning Commission to make 
minor changes in yard re¬ 
quirements. 

Presently, parking lots — 
whether public, private or 
both was not clarified — 
which are adjacent to resi¬ 
dential zones rriust be en¬ 
closed by a fence or hedge. 
The new ordinance would 
require solid masonry walls. 

2. An health code govern¬ 
ing nurseries, homes for the 
aged, etc., which for the 
most part duplicates state 
and county codes. The city 
code, however, wouid re¬ 
quire nurseries to have one 
bathroom for every seven 
children, as compared with 
one for every 14 under coun¬ 
ty law. 

Mrs. Marjorie O. Peterson, 
proprietor of Mama Pete’s 
Day Nursery, 71 Suffolk) ob¬ 
jected to this provision.
